The other day we had in our 
midst a guest whom the rank and 
file of us might reasonably have 
been ex pected to go into ecstacies 
over— an ordinary human being, 
like ourselves, who’s proved what 
our kind of folks are capable of 
— a little cx -grocery clerk who’s 
now the president of his country . 
But possibly y ou’d think, our 
“ ex clusive set” might be a trifle 
inclined to high-hat him.

William T. Cosgrave, chief ex ­ 
ecutive of the Irish Free State, 
did get a fair hand from the pop­ 
ulace, but nothing ex traordinary .
